Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  upon  the 
Health  Services  of  the  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1937. 

Birth  Rate. 

Two  hundred  and  forty- five  births  were  registered  during  the 
year  (123  males  and  122  females),  giving  a birth-rate  of  15.04  per 
thousand  of  the  resident  population  of  the  district. 

The  birth-rate  is  calculated  upon  the  Registrar  General’s  estimated 
population  of  16,290  which  is  180  persons  less  than  the  previous  year, 
and  744  persons  less  than  the  census  figure  of  1931. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  Kiveton  Park  area  in  1937  was  higher 
than  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was  14.9  per  thousand 
of  the  population. 

There  were  10  illegitimate  births  (6  males  and  4 females),  and 
the  total  number  of  births  registered  was  4 less  than  in  1936. 

Death  Rate. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  deaths  at  all  ages  were  registered 
during  the  year  (93  males  and  75  females). 

The  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  10.3,  compared 
with  a death  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  of  12.4  per  thousand. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  7 more  than  in  1936. 

Fifty-seven  deaths  of  Kiveton  Park  residents  occurred  outside 
the  area,  principally  in  institutions. 

There  were  3 deaths  in  the  Kiveton  Park  District  of  persons 
ordinarily  resident  in  other  areas. 
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47  deaths  were  of  persons  over  70  years  of  age  (including  2 persons 
over  90  years  of  age)  and  25  deaths  were  of  persons  between  the 
ages  of  60  and  70.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  ambulance  service  provided  for  the 
area,  and  I am  of  opinion  that  the  existing  arrangements  are  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  district.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. 

A piped  supply  of  water  is  available  in  all  parishes  of  the  district. 
This  supply  is  obtained  in  bulk  under  agreement  with  the  City  of 
Sheffield  Corporation,  and  is  distributed  in  the  area  by  the  Council’s 
water  mains  from  water  storage  tanks  erected  at  North  Anston  and 
Harthill.  Each  of  these  tanks  has  a capacity  of  100,000  gallons. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  in  bulk  for  the  whole 
district  is  314,000  gallons.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  year. 

It  is  controlled  at  the  source  by  bacteriological  examinations. 
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Two  samples  of  water  taken  for  examination  from  the  distribution 
mains  gave  the  following  results,  viz  : —

Water  Main  Extensions. 

An  extension  of  the  water  main  to  Lindrick  Dale,  Anston  (660 
yards  in  length),  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  a water  main  was 
laid  from  the  Worksop  Borough  Boundary  at  Shireoaks  to  Turnerwood 
and  Cinderhill  to  supply  27  houses.  The  total  length  of  this  extension 
was  1,165  yards,  and  the  water  was  supplied  in  bulk  under  agreement 
with  the  Borough  of  Worksop  Corporation. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  only  sewer  extension  carried  out  during  the  year  was  a short 
length  in  the  parish  of  Harthill-with-Woodall. 

New  schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation  in  connection  with 
sewage  disposal  at  Firbeck,  Todwick,  Woodsetts  and  Waleswood 
(North  Terrace),  necessitated  by  building  developments  in  these  areas. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  action  was  taken  to  check  the  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams, 
in  the  area  during  the  year.

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  area.  One 
privately  owned  swimming  bath  is  situated  in  the  parish  of  Firbeck, 
the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  water  being  ensured  in  this  case. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  case  of  bed  bug  infestation  in  Council  houses  came  to  my 
knowledge  during  the  year.  Eight  privately  owned  houses  were 
reported  to  be  infested  and  the  work  of  disinfestation  was  carried  out 
by  the  Local  Authority.  The  methods  employed  for  freeing  these 
houses  from  bed  bugs  included  stripping  of  all  skirting  boards,  spraying 
rooms  and  contents  with  liquid  bug  eradicator,  together  with  destruc- 
tion by  burning  of  bedding,  etc.,  when  this  was  considered  necessary. 
No  measures  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  belongings  of  tenants  are 
free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council  houses. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  public  elementary  schools  at  Anston, 
Dinnington,  Harthill-with-Woodall,  St.  John’s-with-Throapham, 
Thorpe  Salvin,  Kiveton  Park,  Woodsetts  and  Wales  are  satisfactory. 
All  have  a piped  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  water  mains,  and 
have  closet  accommodation  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

Tod  wick  N.P.  School. 

Alterations  and  improvements  are  required  at  Todwick  School, 
including  the  provision  of  additional  means  for  light  in  the  school, 
conversion  of  the  privies  into  chemical  closets  and  the  provision  of 
proper  yard  surface  paving.  These  matters  the  School  Managers 
have  undertaken  to  carry  out.  The  public  piped  water  supply  is 
connected  to  the  school. 

Firbeck  N.P.  School. 

This  school  is  in  an  unfit  condition  and  will  be  closed  early  in  1938. 
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Exclusion  from  School. 

The  Head  Teachers  of  the  various  schools  are  notified  of  cases 
of  infectious  diseases  and  are  requested  to  exclude  all  children  from 
infected  households  until  a notice  has  been  received  that  the  particular 
house  or  houses  are  free  from  infection.  Disinfection  of  schools  is 
carried  out  whenever  this  is  considered  necessary. 

Outbreaks  of  measles,  chicken  pox  and  influenza  came  to  my 
notice  in  several  parishes  during  the  year.  (See  note  under  non- 
notifiable  acute  infectious  diseases  with  reference  to  school  closure). 

HOUSING. 

Although  I consider  that  the  district  is  provided  with  a good 
standard  of  houses  generally,  there  are  several  houses  in  the  parishes 
of  Anston,  Woodsetts  and  Wales,  and  a number  in  the  Firvale  district 
of  the  parish  of  Harthill-with- Woodall,  which  are  in  my  opinion  unfit 
for  habitation  in  their  present  condition,  and  should  be  dealt  with 
under  appropriate  sections  of  the  Housing  Act.  New  houses  are 
still  required  to  replace  unfit  property  and  to  relieve  overcrowding. 

According  to  the  revised  overcrowding  survey  there  are  45  houses 
in  an  overcrowded  condition. 

The  number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  in  houses  owned  by  the 
Council  which  were  relieved  during  the  year  was  2,  while  the  number 
of  overcrowding  cases  relieved  through  slum  clearance  was  2.

Scarlet  Fever. 

I have  to  record  a total  of  93  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  during 
the  year,  83  of  these  being  confined  to  two  parishes,  Dinnington  (34) 
and  Wales  (49). 

Diphtheria. 

Although  a total  of  49  persons  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
diphtheria,  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  in  a proportion  of  the 
total  number  of  cases.  Thirty-eight  notifications  of  the  disease  were 
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received  from  the  Dinnington  parish.  In  no  case  did  the  disease 
occur  in  any  person  specially  immunised  against  diphtheria  infection. 

Cerebro -Spinal  Fever. 

One  case  of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  was  reported.  The 
diagnosis  was  confirmed  bacteriologically.

Twenty  cases  of  pneumonia  and  3 cases  of  erysipelas  were  also 
notified  during  the  year. 

I have  no  information  with  respect  to  any  case  of  locally- 
contracted  anthrax,  epidemic  jaundice,  rheumatic  fever,  undulant 
fever,  glandular  fever  or  psittacosis,  nor  any  observed  relation  between 
various  forms  of  streptococcal  infection  (scarlet  fever,  sore  throat 
occurring  without  a rash,  and  puerperal  fever)  ; no  local  action  was 
taken  in  regard  to  the  use  of  measles  serum  for  prophylaxis  or  attenua- 
tion. No  action  was  taken  or  advised  with  the  object  of  securing 
that  the  hospital  accommodation  available  for  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  whether  notifiable  or  not  notifiable,  was  utilised  to  the  best 
advantage  ; no  action  to  shorten  the  period  of  stay  of  uncomplicated 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  or  to  replace  hospital  treatment  in  suitable 
instances  by  nursing  and  supervision  at  home.  New  methods  for 
the  selection  of  individual  cases  for  admission  to  hospital  were  not 
undertaken,  but  the  admission  of  cases  of  measles  and  pneumonia 
in  exceptional  circumstances  and  when  hospital  accommodation  for 
such  cases  was  available,  has  been  adopted. 

A table  of  infectious  diseases  is  inserted,  giving  the  age-periods 
of  persons  affected,  together  with  the  locality  in  which  the  disease 
occurred.

New  Cases  and  Mortality  during  1937. 

Seventeen  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  reported  in 
1937,  compared  with  13  cases  in  the  previous  year  ; 2 cases  of  non- 
respiratory  or  other  forms  of  tuberculous  disease  were  also  notified, 
against  4 cases  in  the  year  1936. 

The  medical  practitioners  generally  send  their  actual  or  doubtful 
cases  to  the  dispensary  for  consultation  and  treatment,  and  notification 
of  the  definite  cases  follows  in  due  course,  either  from  the  practitioner 
personally  or  the  tuberculosis  dispensary.  This  secures  efficiency  in 
notification  of  the  disease.  Particulars  of  new  cases  and  of  all  deaths 
from  the  disease  in  the  area  during  the  year  are  given  in  the  following 
table  —

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Diphtheria  Antitoxin . 

The  serum  is  kept  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  supplied  to  the  medical  profession  gratuitously 
on  application.  This  was  freely  taken  advantage  of  by  the  practitioners 
for  use  in  actual  or  doubtful  cases  of  diphtheria  ; the  serum  is  also 
kept  and  used  at  the  isolation  hospital  for  treatment  purposes. 

Anti -Meningococcal  Serum. 

This  serum  is  kept  at  the  isolation  hospital  for  treatment  purposes 
of  cases  of  cerebro-spinal  fever. 

Laboratory  Work. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  to  the  County 
Council  Laboratory,  Wakefield.  The  doctors  in  the  district  are  aware 
of  this  arrangement,  and  specimens  are  sent  directly  to  the  Laboratory 
and  not  to  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  at  the  isolation  hospital  to  provide 
artificial  immunisation  against  diphtheria  amongst  certain  children 
admitted  to  the  hospital  when  the  consent  of  the  parent  or  guardian 
has  been  obtained. 

Special  clinics  at  the  several  schools  in  the  district  are  also 
periodically  held  for  this  purpose  by  the  County  Council. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919.

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  was  taken  under  section  66  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1925,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

No  notification  was  received  of  any  person  employed  in  the 
milk  trade  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  therefore  no  action  was 
taken  under  the  regulations  relating  to  tuberculosis  employees  in  the 
milk  trade. 

Public  Health  Act,  1925  (Section  62). 

No  action  was  necessary  or  taken  under  this  section,  dealing  with 
the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  a case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Non-Notifiable  Acute  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Head  Teachers  of  the  schools  and  Attendance  Officers  report 
any  serious  outbreaks  of  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases.  A recom- 
mendation of  school  closure  on  account  of  an  epidemic  of  influenza 
was  considered  necessary  in  the  following  instances  : — 
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1.  All  departments  of  the  Dinnington  Council  School  from 
January  14th  until  February  6th. 

2.  All  departments  of  the  Dinnington  Senior  School  from 
January  15th  until  February  6th. 

3.  All  departments  of  the  Anston  Council  School  from  January 
19th  until  February  6th. 

4.  Junior  Technical  department  of  the  Chelmsford  (Dinnington) 
School  from  January  19th  until  January  26th. 

5.  All  departments  of  the  Wales  Council  School  from  January 
19th  until  January  31st. 

6.  All  departments  of  the  Kiveton  Park  Council  School  from 
January  22nd  until  February  13th. 

7.  All  departments  of  the  Firbeck  School  from  January  22nd 
until  February  13th. 

8.  All  departments  of  the  Harthill-with-Woodall  Council 
School  from  February  5th  until  February  20th.

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc. 

There  are  15  vans  or  similar  structures  used  for  human  habitation 
in  the  area.  One  is  situated  at  Anston,  6 at  Dinnington,  1 at  Gilding- 
wells,  4 at  Harthill,  1 at  Wales  and  2 at  Woodsetts.  This  class  of 
dwelling  has  decreased  from  25  in  the  previous  year  ; bye-laws  with 
respect  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and  similar  structures  used  for  human 
habitation  were  adopted  in  1919. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts,  1926  and  1931. 

Three  agricultural  labourers’  cottages  (2  at  St.  John’s-with- 
Throapham  and  1 at  Wales)  were  reconditioned  under  the  grant 
assistance  scheme  of  the  County  Council,  such  scheme  being  made 
with  respect  to  the  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  houses  for 
agricultural  workers  and  for  persons  whose  economic  condition  is 
substantially  the  same  as  that  of  such  workers.

Public  Cleansing. 

'The  employment  of  specially  constructed  covered  two-wheel 
dust  carts  for  the  collection  and  removal  of  dry  house  refuse  within 
all  parishes  where  the  removal  of  such  refuse  is  undertaken  by  the 
Council  continues  to  be  satisfactory,  and  the  work  is  carried  out 
generally  in  an  efficient  manner.  In  the  parish  of  Dinnington  the 
Council  provide  and  maintain  3 horses,  3 carters  and  one  labourer  to 
carry  out  scavenging  work,  while  in  the  other  parishes  hired  horses 
and  carters  are  employed,  the  necessary  labour  required  to  assist  in 
the  emptying  of  the  contents  of  dustbins,  etc.,  being  provided  by  the 
Council.  Dry  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  tips  and  other  refuse 
spread  over  agricultural  arable  land.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Concerted  action  in  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  during 
National  Rat  Week  (1st  to  6th  November)  was  carried  out.  Illustrated 
posters  on  rat  destruction  were  exhibited  in  conspicuous  positions 
throughout  the  area  of  the  district  ; copies  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  bulletin  on  rats  and  how  to  exterminate 
them  were  sent  to  all  farmers,  butchers,  poultry  and  pig  keepers, 
market  gardeners,  and  the  principal  owners  of  land  and  property  in 
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all  parishes  ; supplies  of  suitab  le  baits  for  killing  rats  and  mice  were 
provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge  to  any  responsible  person 
within  the  area  making  application  for  the  same  ; the  whole  of  the 
Council’s  refuse  tips,  sewers  and  sewage  works  were  specially  treated 
with  red  squill  and  other  preparations.  From  personal  observations, 
etc.,  I have  no  doubt  that  a genuine  effort  has  been  made  at  rat  destruc- 
tion in  the  area,  and  enthusiasm  continues  to  be  shown  in  this  respect 
amongst  persons  (e.g.  small  pig  and  poultry  owners),  who  had  hitherto 
taken  little  interest  in  the  matter.  I have  supervised  the  treatment 
with  various  baits  of  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  and  sewers,  and  found 
the  results  to  be  very  satisfactory  from  a destruction  standpoint. 
Applications  are  still  being  received  for  bait  supplies,  and  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  live  rats  continue  to  be  a menacing  factor  in  several  areas 
of  the  district  and  treatment  is  necessary  accordingly. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  courtesy  and  consideration  on  matters  arising 
throughout  the  year,  also  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  Watt), 
for  his  valuable  help  readily  given  at  all  times.
